Fire broke out iu the tramway bunk- 


house at the mouth of tlie bullion tun- 
nel, the principal opening

blacksmith shop, the tramway tenuimil 
with its great 
ore bins and several 


smaller building were all teen wrapped 
in flames. 


A sroug draft drcn the smoke 
from 


the burning building* directly into 
the 


tunnel and the miles of drifts, upraises 
nnd slopes connected with it begun to 
fill rapidly with smokp. Tu the excite- 
ment the mino was forgotten ,und before 
tire situation was realized the workings 
were fast filling with dense smoke, 
By 


this time the buildings about the mouth 
of the tunnel wcro nil ablaze and noth- 
ing could be done 
to stop the smoke 


from going in. 


As -'.soon as it 
wa.-. possible great 


bodies of r<»:k were blown down into tho 
tiuiiiel mouth mid the-opening stopped, 
but not until the workings were 'filled 
nnd the smoke working its way through 
the shafts to the surface a mile or more 
up tin; mountain from the tunnel honso, 
Tho iluy .shift, some iiOO men, had gone, 
into the mine and reached their stations 
before 
tho 
live started. It 
is known 


that some of tho men escaped through 
the 
old Sheridan 
tunnel and also 


through the 
old Union workings, but 


they are thought to 
have'been but a 


fiimll. part of the force in the mine. 


The 
Smuggler 
Union 
i.s the largest 


niine in the Ti-lluride district. 
It is 


owned by New York and Boston capital- 
ist,. 


Persons who have come into town this 


morning from the Smuggler-Union mine, 
which 
is four miles distant, between 


Marshall Cuh.-h and the mountains, says 
the workers have almost abandoned hope 
of finding any of the imprisoned men 
alive. Every entrance to 'tlie property 
is thv sceiic uf active work and the will- 
ing hands are only stayed by fear oE 
death if they enter the smoke filled lev- 
els. 


Every few minutes men make a rush 


inside, only to crawl back helpless and 
strangling as they meet the foul smoke 
which fills tho tunnels. The oflicers re- 
fuse to talk, either in giving information. 
Or in expressing opinions as to the like- 
lihood of an early rescue of the men. 
Work,will be continued until every body 
has been recovered and will be hr.slencd 
ia the hope that many may be found 
alive. 


The telegraph 
and' telephone 
wires 


were doubtful and the only means of 
communication is by'messenger. 


WORK OK RESC'UK SLOW. 


The work of rescuing . the bodies vf 


miners who were suffocated to death in 
the Smuggler-Union mine yesterday was 
resumed at !> o'clock this morning. Tlie 
searehing'parties were unable to work 
last night, owing to the dense volumes 
of sulphur gas which permeated every 
portion of the eighteen miles of under- 
ground workings.. It 
is not expected 


that all of the bodies wil be recovered 
before midnight and it may take even 
longer. How many bodies remain in 
the mine is a matt"i'-of conjecture. The 
full number of dead will not be known 
until a complete rosier of the employes 
has bren completvd. There may be fifty 
more bodies in the mine. It is certain 
that every nuin who was imprisoned in 
the mine is doud. No living being could 
exist, in the awful 
sulphur 
fumes 
for 


more than n. ft-w minutes.' 


Tho work of-bringing down the bodies 


of the victims was slow and laborious, 
the steep trail making it very dillicult 
to carry the bodies. The bodies 
were 


placed upon improvised stretchers 
:ind 


then raised upon the shoulders of twelve 
^stalwart miners and brought to tho cor- 


l^f Micr's oflices, wher, they were lo,id out 
• 
in rows. 


^(iREATEST PRECAUTIONS TAKKN". 


Tlie coroner will bold the inquest itnoti 


but one body. A large crowd began 
gathering lit the Smuggler-Union, mine 
early this morning, every man 
volun- 


teering to join the rescue parties. Only 


the most experienced miners have been 
chosen for this dangerous work, and lip 
to !) o'clock those selected were busy 
making pn-pu rations to safeguard them- 
selves" in wise large bodies of smoke and 
sulphur gas should 
be encountered in 


the workings as the search for the dead 
progressed. At that hour the first res- 
i-iic party entered tho workings. Their 
progress was slow and it will be-several 
liniir.-i. it i.- thought, before 'any more 
bodies are encountered. 


Many of the victims were married and 


left, families. There .is already talk of 
raising a relief fund for the widows and 
orphans and it is quite likely that the 
state at lurge wil be asked to assist the 
citizens of Tt-lluride in charge for those 
who have been liorcft of their support. 


DKNVKR. Col., Nov. 21— Only mea- 


gre reports concerning the disastrous fire 
at the Smuggler-Union mine near Tell- 
uride. Col., have been received at the lo- 
cal olh'ce of the company. It is not 
known here this morning whether the 
loss of life will reach 100, as feared, or 
whether any bodies have been found in 
addition to the twenty-two which were 
rcfivtTMl and identified last night. The 
damage caused by the lire in the loss of 
buildings is estimated at $13,000,' but 
the mine will have to bo closed for at 
least a month. 


The mouth of bullion tunnel through 


whic-h lht> 
Smuggler-Union 
mines are 


worked is located not over lifty or six- 
ty feet from the burned buildings. The 
smoke from 
the start 
seemed 
to bo 


drawn to the mouth of the tunnel and it 
encircled that point as if there were no 
other place of escape. This was (fuc to 
sin-lion us the air in the mine w.-.s warm- 
er than that outside. On account of the 
'suction movement the majority of mino 
nnd tunnel entrances have, iron doors 
retulv to lower in place at a minute's no- 
tice to stop smoke or lire. Unfortunate- 
ly, the bullion tunnel did not possess one 
of the safe-guards. The tunnel is situ- 
ated about midway between the- top or 
apex of the mine and the ninth level.-It 
is 1111 intermediate working tunnel. 
The 


M-vi-nth level is 1,750 feet below the iiur- 
face mid the ninth level between seven- 
ty-n'vc and ninety miners were working 
whc'ii the fire occurred, is 2,000 below the 
surface. At hist accounts all attempts 
to explore this level had been frustrated 
by the .smoke. Seventeen .of the twenty- 
Uvo bouit-1* recovered were found in the 
seventh level. The fire did not penetrate 
the mine workings, and the 
frightful 


lo-i^of life was due entirely to "smoke. 


The ininij uas originally owned'by a 


company, of which John'Torter o£ this. 
•ciCy-wtis president and'A. H. Fowler sec- 
retary and treasurer. About two ypars 
ago the mine with 11 number of others 
was' absorbed by the Ecw England Ex- 
ploration company, of which B. J. Law- 
rence is now the head and one of the 
principal stockholders.

capitalists. Mr. Lawrence went to New 
York itlxiut a week,ago. Arthur Collins, 
manager of the mine is also absent on 
a trip to Mexico. Jacob Filins, attorney 
for the company, left for Tclluriile last 
night tu make an investigation.

JUNCTION CITY, Kas., Nov. 21.—W. 


1). Buchanan, oTTroop D, Fourteenth 
cavalry, located at Fort Riley, near here, 
who killed Policemen White and Cooper 
DII Tuesday night -was found dead in his 
coll this morning. He committed suicide 
by hanging, having made a rope of a 
towel. The body was found when the I 
shcrilV sent ilTthe prisoner's breakt'ust. 
Buchanan ran wild through the streets, 
shooting ui everyone he passed. There 
was no cause fm the killing of the ofTi- 
[•01-,-i. He escaped and was not arrested 
until the next day when he was found 
hiding in a stable at the fort.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The trial of 


Mrs. Lola Ida Bonine for the murder of 
James Seymour .Ayres, Jr., the census 
office clerk, began in earnest tc.-day, a 
j;iry having been .secured yesterday. The 
first order of the (lay was the outline of 
the governments case by As.-isti-.nt At- 
torney Hugh Tngyart. • 


In his address Mr. Taggart contended 


that the killing of young Ayres had been 
felonious and malicious, and, therefore, 
was to be characterized as murder ' as 
charged in the indictment. There was, 
ho said, a tie between the prisoner and 
the dead man in the fact that Ayres'was 
a .slndtMit of dentistry,'find she bad stud- 
ied medicine. As a consequence she be- 
came'a frequent visitor to his'room in 
the hotel where they both, lived, not only 
in the day time but at night as well, 
"and," he added, "'the door was not al- 
ways open when 'she was there." Ife 
told of the quarrels between them, say- 
ing that Ayres ceased to-speak to her, 
and that she complained of his ingrati- 
tude. 
\ 


'•'We expect to show that while she 


made advances to him. Ayres did not 
avail himself of the opportunity-thus of- 
fered bcypnd dancing with her again." 
He said he bad danced with her on the 
night before the tragedy but had ahown 
that he was averse to a renewal of the 
former familiar intercourse. A? an in- 
stance of his attitude toward Mrs. Bon- 


ine, 
Mr. Taggart said that Ayro; had re- 


fused to accept a carnation from her on 
tile 'Monday -.befo.rcxthA,Jii!linjv .It vis 
Ui'cr.ejarclividout, he said, .that whil«-.he 
was indifferent -there was a disposition 
ou her part to mollify him. 


"We will show." continued Mr. Tag- 


gart, "that every act, stop and proceed- 
ing ou the part of the prisoner mis the" 
art, of a guilty person."' 


Mr. Taggart referred to Mrs. Boninc's 


confession as being principally intended 
to exonerate herself. He thought 
the 


facts indicated that 
the shooting did 


not 
tnko place 
as Mrs. Bonine had 


stated; that Ayri-5 had not gone to her 
room at all, as she claimed. 


Outlining the government's position, 


Mr. Taggart said it-would be contended 
that Ayres lind retired when' tlie person 
who killed him entered 
the room.' and 


that she came in through tha'window: 
that he arose and started toward her; 
that she shot him, the first wound being 
the fatal one in the breast. Naturally" 
his mouth was filled -with blood, and as 
naturally he had put his hands to 
his 


mouth. Then he had grasped the pistol, 
thus accounting for the blood upon it. 
He also spoke for an hour and 
fifteen 


minutes, and when 
he concluded 
Mr. 


Douglass 
announced that the 
defense 


would reserve its presentation 
of the. 


case. Mrs. Bonine sat quietly through 
out the address and manifested no emo- 
tion. 


Thomas Francis, the first witness im 


the case, was then 'culled. He is a 
draughtsman who hud prepared a dia- 
gram of tho fourth floor of the Kenmore 
hotel, including Ayres' room. He identi- 
fied the drawing and gave details con- 
cerning the location ^xnd dimensions uf 
the room. 


The lirst witness in the afternoon was 


Harry A. Wise, a photographer, who had 
made photographs of Ayrea' room on t^he 
day after the tragedy occurred. 


Julius Hnack, another photographer, 


who had made photographs of the Ken- 
raore hotel .also identified pictures made 
bv him and they were admitted as evi- 
dence. The first witness who testified 
about, the events directly connected with 
the death of Ayres. was Daniel Wood- 
house, ii colored waiter in the Kenmore 
hotel. He siiid tlin-t on the morning of 
May 15 he was asked by Miss Minafi, 
who occupied a room next to Ayres, to 
go to the latterV room, she saying that 
on the. night before she had heard 
strange noises in the 
room. Ho said 


that Ayres' body lay upon the floor and' 
was doubled up. 


Before Woodhoii.sc had concluded, the 


court adjourned for the day.

— At an early hour thiH. morning, fire, 
which started in the ice iiou«c, totally

While the exact cause of the blaze ia 


a mystery .the supposition is it was due 
to 
spontaneous combustion, ffi being 


night, the flames gained rapid ihcadway 
and were beyond control before discov- 
ered. The 'fire^rapiiily .spread .and soon 
enveloped th'erjuljoining buildings. With 
great difficulty "the stock was gotten out 
in safety. Tlie: skies -were illuminated 
for miles arfd'i 'several nearby farmers 
were awakened. by the barking of their 
dogs and wenir'So the scene of the con- 
flagration' bjiy^to find their services of 
no avail. 'Mr. 'Moyle is a veterinary sur- 
geon and riiafrcESllia headquarters at Wat- 
erford. The'fifiim is operated by a inar- 
j-ied 
jnan 'named H. C. -Hanson. Mr. 


Moyle was ' appraised of -the 'fact this' 
morning and decided to rebuild at once.

• But for the presence of mind.oj two 
employes of Hold R,icin'c'"-,ttie elevator 
and h'all' boy, tliat..structuyc migh't' have 
been the scene of a disastrous lire last 
evening. A few minutw after six o'clock 
a time of day when the elevator is in 
constant use, one of tho pasaenifera ig- 
nited a nuitch for the purpose of light- 
ing a cigar. The head of 
the Snatch 


broke off and struck the oily side of the 
elevator shaft. In an initant"!-t was ig- 
nited, the blaze ascending rapidly- to the 
upper floors. 


The boy operating the "lift" readily 


jaw his perrhnisvpositiqn--and,- flopping 
the crtrriage^n^the .second 'floor, rushed 
for the. muritrture- fire cxungnishers. He 
and the -hall boy then, hurried buck with 
the apparaius^and while; one-- operated 
the carriage', tlic.other poured the chemi- 
cals on the blaze. By running. the ele- 
vator up ami -'down, the .two coys suc- 
ceeded in squelching 
the flumes. The 


damage 'wns slight. 


About twenty-guest.* of the hotel Were 


in the lobby at .the time and made a 
general rush to the elevator to render 
anv assistance possible. The noise had 
al»o brought from their rooms many of 
the occupants of. the hostelry on the dif- 
ferent floors and when they found the 
fire was in the elevator shaft, thoughts 
of a holocaiKit at once came before their 
minds..

The »um of $35,000 is provided by the 


rily charter, nnd $37,485.10 by a special 
levy tnx, leaving a balance of ,^10,541.1)0 
to be made up. This remaining amount 
ii.j,bsolutely necessary to maintain tin; 
efficie'rioy of the public schools. In the 
city-it the present time, there are '.i75 
riiore children attending school 
than 


there -were a year ago. It will be nccus- 
sary.to employ eight or ten more addi- 
fiotiui teachers 'on account of the con- 
templated additions to the Howell and 
Washington schools next year. Atpres- 
ent/-there arc four rented-departments 
for-'public school purposes. The school 
•appropriation made by the state anil 


yiLs not. sufficiently 
large 
to cope 


-with the necessary'' running expenses, 
and consequently the amount must be 
obtained. 


Tlie matter was referred to the super- 


visors from, the 
city, who will recom- 


mend the granting of. the amount. 


The whole state has levied a 1-mill 


tax on all property for school purposes. 
This gave Racine last 
year $10,577.45. 


Last winter the legislature 
passed an 


additional law. giving power to levy a 
3'/;,-roiH tax. The city of Eacine intro- 
duced a bill asking • for-five-.-railki, tffld 
the amount now asked -is th« difference, 
between the .'i',4 mills, and the u mills. 
The -state appropriation 
is not equally 


apportioned, 'as in some parts of the 
state, where larger families dwell, peo- 
ple in more humble circumstances, the 
per capita amount is according to the 
school census.

What everyone likc-s about •. President 


Roosevelt is his courage; and '-just now 
there is a good deal of curiosity as to 
how he will cope out in what looks like 
his first brush with that ancient mid 
honorable institution, senatorial prerog- 
atives. The president ' knows . a good 
deal about the army, and he has made 
up his mind that promotions - in .that 
great service must be made .strictly in 
accordance with the efficiency-records on 
file at the war department. In pursu- 
ance of this determination, Mr. Boose' 
velt has informed a number of senators 
who called ou him to press their, friends 
for promotion that political inlluence is 
hereafter to be of no avail, and that 
nothing but the record will count. 


This is such a revolution • that sena- 


tors can scarcely 'believe that their ears 
are working aright, from time imme- 
morial they have had a good deal to say 
about army promotions, and some of 
them do not like this business of hiving 
all their "pull" flattened: out into noth- 
ing be means of a-White House edict. 
Several senators have been talking this 
matter over, and on Saturday, when thu 
president- again..announccd his intention 
to have no political influence in army 
promotion?, one Republican 
senator 


spoke up as follows 


•''Very well, Mr. President. That is .1 


declaration of your purpose. But 1 
would remind you, sir, that the senate 
is a part of the appointing power, and 
we may have something to say about 
the matter later- on.'' 


Of course, this was a threat of refusal 


to confirm army appointments . unless 
senators are consulted beforehand. The 
senate is exceedingly .jealous of what it 
calls its rights, and is always ready to 
fight for them. Lookers-on arc natural- 
ly wondering which will yield—the presi- 
dent or the senators. 


• • • • 


It is well known that in the jmst the 


.ptacticeJitts -been tn jutkc, appmntmenC* 
and promotions in .the armyalong politi- 
cal lines. During tlie war with 
Spain 


this political influence narrowly escaped 
bringing on a national scandal. Sena- 
tors and 
representatives, particularly 


senators, filled the service with their 
favorites, and not infrequently the men 
chosen or promoted were either unfit or 
hulillerently competent. 


Senators are now trying, 
naturally 


enough/ to secure promotions for. their 
favorites, but President Roosevelt dc- 
clures he will not have it. He will go 
by the record alone. He has even goiK'. 
so far as to declare that the efforts of. 
senators to interfere will prejudice the 
interests of those whom they hope to 
serve. Mr. Roosevelt says he will not 
have the best men in the army deprived 
of promotion because they are unable to, 
bring political pressure, to 
bear, while 


less deserving officers with senators to 
help them are pushed over their'heads. 
It is predicted that a compromise will 
be reached ~by which senators will be 
permitted to speak their little pieces at 
the White House and secure promotions 
for their friends in cases .where their 
friends have records of meritorious serv- 
ice behind them. 


The president's temperamental equip- 


ment has given rise to a good deal of 
gossip among the public men who go 
often to the White House. Involuntar- 
ily contrast with the late preaident rises 
to the mind. Where'Mr. MeKinloy was 
patient, cautious, tactfu], 
a very good 


listener, mindful of all the little things 
wihch go to put a visitor at his ease. 
Mr. Roosevelt 
is impetuous, impatient 


and wholly lacking in tact. 
, 


He is so full of energy that he simply 


runs over. He ha* no patience. with 
long speeches or, extended explanations. 
He cuts people olf in the middle of sen- 
tences, tells them he knows all about it, 
and very often announces his' decision 
before tha caller has more than fairly 
started with his little . say. 'die presi- 
dent has a world of work to do and 
wants to do it quickly. He wants ac- 
tion, action all the lime. But he rarely 
gives offense, and never means to do so. 
He is always good natured, and nhynys 
his sense -oi humor softens what under 
some circumstances would • be pretty 
hard knocks. Besides he is so quick to 
ace the salient point, is.so'just and uu- 
dcrlying his seeming 'bru6qucne*s there 
is so much good human feeling that no 
one-leaves the White House 
with any- 


thing but admiration for the strong and 
impetuous character who. rules in it.

P1TTSBURG, Nov. 21.—A few mo- 


munis after midnight an unknown man 
threw himself headlong into one.of the.

Almost hi* 
whole body was roasted beyond identifi- 
cation, his left foot being fhc only part 
not disfigured. A few moments - beforn 
midnight the nmu was seen to enter the 
mill yards and stand at the foot of tho 
hoisting car, which carries ore,.coke and. 
other supplies for the furnace. 


The moment that a warning was 


sounded for the cage to ascend with its 
burden three workmen saw 
the . man 


jump on the platform arid stand within 
a few feet of them.- They were confuse.! 
and did not know what to think of him, 
as no- one bat employes are allowed on 
these cages. WTien the top of the fur- 
nace was reached, nearly -100 feet from 
the level, Thpmas Lee tried to pull him 
away. The huge cage was opened to al- 
low the car of coke to roll into the fur- 
nace, and the hell was lifted, throwing 
a terrific heat from the fiery substance 
underneath.

When Lee saw the action he dropped'tlw 
bell, but too late.

every part of his body resembled a, piece 
of half-cooked meat. No one can rc- 
raemJK'r of ever having seen him before 
and it is probable he never will be iden- 
tified. The bqdy was removed to 'the 
niorgw. Tlie, man was about 35 -years 
old, medium-height, sandy mustache and- 
apparently an American.

Dairy Inspector N. J. Field and United 
States Government Inspector Kammer, 
of Chicago, were in the city yesterday 
investigating a butterine case, referred 
to hi last evening's Journal, a case which 
has developed into more than ordinary 
interest. 


It seems that n certain grocery firm 


in the city was,licensed to sell butter- 
ine to the retail trade but not to the 
wholesale trade and the license stipu- 
lated 
this conclusively. The 
firm in 


cjuestion were doing a very large busi- 
ness in the butterine trade and in one 
month's time disposed of about 5.000 
pounds. Tho amount was so hvrge that 
it aroused suspicion and the merchant 
had the reputation at Chicago of selling 
more buttorine to the retail trade than 
any other retail merchant in the busi- 
ness. The authorities, thinking the laws 
might be violated, decided on making 
an investigation. A complaint was also 


] made by a consumer, who was positive 
| he had been sold butterine for butter. 


With this evidence the 
three ollicials 


stole quietly into the city and immed- 
iately proceeded to try and solve the 
mystery. 
. . • 


They culled on the merchant and in- 


sfiected his supply, which they stated 
tor the time being,was in good shape and 
the laws had. not been violated; One of 
the ollicers then went to a store in the 
southern part of the city,, where it was 
said the butterine, was ,sold for butter, 
lie did not liiul the proprietor in; a boy 
was .taking care -of the store. The in- 
spector then asked the boy where the 
proprietor bought his butter. 
The boy 


replied by saying "from the creamery at 
Union Grove.'' The inspector then asked 
the boy where -the proprietor was and 
was informed lie would .be at the store 
in a few minutes. The inspector waited. 
When the proprietor arrived t'.'e inspec- 
tor asked him where he purchased his 
butter and the proprietor said: "Up un- 
til recently .1 got nil my butler from the 
'Onion 'Grove creamery, but tlie cream- 
ery burned down a few days ago and: 
since then ' lliave purchased my stock 
from a :lowy town merchant. 
Yon see,' 


continued the proprietor, "a friend of 
mine, who works :n this .store, tailed up- 
on mi: a few days ago and asked me to 
trv some of his butter. I pave him an 
crdcr-aiid the butter is in a tub in the 
ice box." 


The inspector then askcil the proprie- 


tor for a sample and w.'is given such, 
\vhon the o.llieial declared it W;H butter- 
ine. 
The proprietor was astonished and 


showed the oflicial n bill wheiv he was 
charged with the first grade of creamery 
butler. The inspector then looked over 
the tub and found where the government 
stamp hail 
becii 
destroyed. He then 


went oil to say that thiTpruprietor was 
just us much implicated ns the person 
who sold the butterine and they both 
would have to tiitl'er the severe penalty 
of the. law. 
. 


The 
proprietor 
wn? 
considerably 


wrought up, but was positive he could 
•sUbltah his innocence, bul. hardly knew 
what course to pursue, when the inspec- 
tor requested him to'order .innllier tub 
immediately and if the 'goods wore the 
"nine as before he would be, relieved of 
all responsibility. At thai the inspector 
nd proprietor jumped into the grocer's 
delivery wagon and made for the down 
town grocer. The inspector got out of 
the wagon an a side street and waited 
around the corner until the smith side 
merchant made his second purchase. In 
a few minutes (he man came driving back 
with the other tub of what was supposed 
to be first class butter, but the govern- 
ment stamp hud been erased ami it was' 
another 
tub of butterine. 
The south 


side merchant also had a' bill of sale in 
Ids possession, which showed he had pur- 
chased iirst class butter and wa* charg- 
ed one more cent a pound than for the 
former lot. This cleared the merchant 
doing business on the south side, but 
seriously implicated the down town mer- 
chant. 


The inspector after first looking over 


the down town merchant's supply, who 
had sold 5,000 Ibs. a month, told him he 
was conducting his business according to 
law and that he would take the next 
train 
for Chicago. He 
went la 'the 


Northwestern station but when he reach- 
ed Kncine. Junction he left the train and 
set his trap as above explained. 


When the 
downtown merchant was 


told he bad violated the law in three re- 
spects, he'was dumfounded and professed 
his innocence, claiming it was all a mis- 
take, but the official)!.did not look at the 
matter in that way. He admitted 'he 
had sold butterino at wholesale with a 
retailer's license, but that wus the ex- 
tent of the violation. 


When asked 
why 
he 
defaced 
the 


stamps, he said the firm he purchased 
the stock Jroni in Chieugn authorized 
him to do that. The down town mer- 
chant tried to lay the bhime on an asso- 
ciate, 'who, it seems, sold the, "butter"'. 


on commission, bixt he claims he-was giy- 
•cii to' understand it was- first :ejass: but- 
ter; and the proprietors' only.-' are to 
blame for the violation. 


While -'no arrest.i have -been -made at 


piesent, .prosecution is "very liable to en- 
sue. 
Thii three otlic'ers emphatically cau- 


tioned all parties concerned to remain si- 
lent and by all means, avoid publicity, 
The 'merchant who sold -the : butterine 
for butter toja fellow merchant- was call- 
ed upon yesterday and was much sur- 
prised when-accused of such "a 'thing. He 
knew nothing whatever. -.about- the case. 


The south side merchant was not very 


talkative; a.nd did not want to be quot- 
ed in any way. 
The three officers left 


the city 'as 'quietly as. they entered, but 
hnye not dropped the case by any means. 
sit was reported yesterday . -that the 
subordinate who sold" the' butter 'M'as ar- 
rested b\' the government officers and 
taken out of the city without even be- 
ing given a. chance to bid his -wife and 
two small children good-bye. This re- 
port is'not true, however. 


• The case has created any iimonnt of 
talk ainong-the other •grocers'-'in the city 
and is being watched with int'ehsc inter-. 
pit. The penalty for defacing govern- 
ment stumps is a line of about Al.OOO and 
a term of imprisonment, ' A heavy pen- 
alty is also al.tiichfid for wholesaling 
Luiterine with a retailer's license.

INCREASE IN IMMIGRATION. 


Annual Report Sliowi Lnrffcr FIfur«»«nd 


Heller Cln»» of ArriT«l«. 


Wellington special to Record-Herald: 


Tlie annuaj report of Commissioner Gen- 
eral Pfitvflorly of the immigration bu- 
reau shows tlie total steerage arrivals ii 
the United States during tlie --year to 
have been ^87,918, an increone over thu 
preceding year of 39,348, or approxi- 
mately 9 per cent. ' Of this increase 2020 
came through Canadian ports and tho 
remainder.through portfi 
of this coun- 


try: There were also 74,930 other 'alien 
passengers who.came in the cabin, mak- 
ing a total for the year of 562,868. 


The ratio of increase of Italian oin;i- 


gration as compared with, those 
from 


the sasne country last year is approxi- 
mately 36 per cent, or more than three- 
fold the ratio of increase from all Eu- 
rope, and the increases numerically from 
all oilier countries of Europe aggregate 
scarcely one-fourth of that from Jtaly. 


-The iota' steerage immigration was 


distributed as to sex between 331,035 
males and lo6,8U3 females: as to age be- 
tween 02,502 under 14 years. 396,510 
from 14 to 45 years nild 28,840 of 45 aud 
over.

Fire at 
Mouth of Tunne! Sends 


Smoke Into the Different Levels. 


DAY SHIFT OF 200 


MEN WERE AT WORK 


TeUurlde, Colo., the Scene of a GrentCis

Not Yet Known—Twenty-two 


Bodies So Far Kecovered. 


TELLURIDE, Colo,, Nov. 21.—Nearly 


a hundred men were proba-bly suffocated- 
to death in the Smuggler Union mine at

result of a fir6 


• which consumed the buildings at tho 


. mouth of the bullion- tunnel.- Twenty- 


two miners are known to IK; dead and 
scores of others are in the mine work- 
ings either suffocated to death or seek- 
ing safety in remote parts of tlie mine 
until the plncc is cleared.of foul gases 
and smoke. 


Fire broke out in the (ramway bunk- 


house at the mouth of the bullion tun- 
nel, 
tlie principal opening- from 
which 


the property is worked and spread rap- 
idly to the boiler and 
engine hotiso, 


blacksmith shop, the tramway terminal 
with its great 
ore bins and several 


smaller building were all seen wrapped 
in flames. 


A srong draft dreu the smoke 
from 


the burning buildings directly into the: 
tunnel and the miles of drifts., upraises 
and slopes connected with it begun to 
fill rapidly with smoke. In the excite- 
ment the mine, was forgotten tand before 
tlfc situation was realized the/workings 
were fast filling with dense smoke. By 
this time the -buildings about the mouth 
of the tunnel were all ablaze and noth- 
ing could be done 
to stop the smoke 


from going in, 


As ''soon as it was, possible great 


bodies of ronk were blown down into tho 
tunnel mouth and the opening stopped, 
•but not until the workings were "filled 
and the smoke working its way"through 
the shafts to the surface a mile or 'more/ 
up the mountain from the tunnel house.

Tlie clay shift, some 200 men, had gone, 
into the mine and reached their, stations 
before 
tho fire started... It is known 


that some of the men escaped through 
the 
old Sheridan 
tunnel and also 


through the 
old Union workings, but 


they are thought to have'been but a 
small, part of the force in the mine. 


The Smuggler 
Union is the largest 


mine in the Telluride district. It is 
owned by New York and Boston capital- 
ists. 


Persons who have come into town this 


morning from the Smuggler-Union mine, 
which 
is four miles distant, between 


Marshall CJulc-li and the mountains, says 
the workers have almost abandoned hope 
of finding any of "the imprisoned men 
alive. Every entrance to 'the property 
i.s tli£ scene of active work and Hie will- 
ing hands are only stayed by fear of 
death if they enter the smoke filled lev- 
els.

Every few minutes men make a rush 


inside, only to crawl back helpless and 
strangling as they meet the foul smoke 
which fills the tunnels. The officers re- 
fuse to talk, either 171 giving information 
or in expressing opinions as to the like- 
lihood of an early rescue of the men. 
Work, will be continued until every body 
lias been recovered and will be hastened 
/ in the hope that many may be found

alive. -

WORK OF RESCUE SLOW. 


The work of'rescuing-. the bodies of 


miners who were suffocated to death in 
the Smuggler-Union mine yesterday was 
resumed at 9 o'clock .this morning. The 
searching'parties \vere unable to work 
last night, owing to the dense volumes 
of sulphur gas which permeated every 
portion of the eighteen miles of under- 
ground workings.. It is not expected 
that all of the bodies wil lie recovered 
before midnight and it may take oven 
longer. How many bodies 'remain in 
the mine is a matter-of conjecture. The 
full number of dead will not be. known 
until a complete roster of the employes 
has been completsd. There may be fifty 
more bodies in the mine. It is certain 
that every man \vlio was imprisoned in 
the mine is dead. No living being could 
exist in the awful 
sulphur 
fumes 
for 


more than a few minutes." 


The work of -bringing down the bodies 


of the victims was slow and laborious, 
the steep trail making it very 
difficult 


to carry the bodies. The bodies 
were 


placed upon improvised stretchers and 
then raised iipon the shoulders oj twelve 
jfctalwart miners and brought to the cor- 
oner's offices, wher, they were la.id out 
In rows. 
GREATEST PRECAUTIONS TAKEN". 


Tlie coroner will hold the inquest upon 


but one body. A large 
crowd began 


gathering at the Smuggler-Union mine 
early this morning, every man volun- 
teering, to join the rescue parties. 
Only 


the most experienced miners have been 
chosen for this dangerous work, and up 
to 9 o'clock those selected were busy 
making preparations to safeguard them'- 
selves in case large bodies of smoke and 
sulphur gas should- be encountered in 
the workings as-the search for the dead 
progressed. At that hour the first res- 
cue party entered the workings. Their 
progress was slow and it will be-several 
hours, it is thought, before any more 
bodies are encountered. 


Manj' of the victims were married and 


left families, There ..is already talk of 
raising a relief fund for the widows and 
orphans and it is quite likely that the 
state at large wil be asked to assist the 
citizens of Telluride in charge for those 
who have been bereft of their support. 


DENVER,- Col., Nov. 21.—Only mea- 


gre reports concerning the disastrous fire 
at the Smuggler-Union mine near Tell- 
uride. Co!., have been received at the -lo- 
cal office of the company. It is not 
known here this morning whether the 
loss of life will reach 100, as feared, or 
whether any bodies have been found in 
addition to. the twenty-two which were 
recovered and identified lost night. The 
damage caused by the fire in the loss of 
buildings is estimated at $18,000,' but 
the mine will have to be closed for at 
least a month. 


The mouth of bullion tunnel through 


which the 
Smuggler-Union • mines 
are 


worked is located not over fifty or six- 
ty feet from the burned buildings. The 
smoke from 
the start 
seemed 
to be 


drawn to the mouth of the tunnel and it 
encircled that point as if there were no 
other place of escape. This was ifue to 
suction as the air in the mine w;is warm- 
er than that outside. On account of the 
suction movement the majority of mine 
and tunnel entrances liavc iron doors 
ready to lower in place, at a minute's no- 
tice to stop smo'.ke or fire. Unfortunate- 
ly, the bullion tunnel did not possess one 
of the safeguards. The tunnel is situ- 
ated about midway between the-top or 
apex of the mine and the ninth level..It 
is an intermediate working tunnel. The 
seventh level is 1,750'feet below the fiur- 
face and the ninth level between, seven- 
ty-five and ninety miners were working 
when the fire occurred, is 2,000 below the 
surface. At last accounts all attempts 
to.explore this level had been frustrated 
by the smoke. Seventeen of the. twenty- 
two bodies recovered were found in the 
seventh level. The fire did not penetrate 
the mine workings, and the 
frightful., 


loss _of life was clue entirely to'sraioko. 


The mine'was originally owned" by a 


company, of which John Porter.of this. 
eitfy-'was president UrnTA. H. Fowler sec- 
retary and treasurer. About two'years 
ago the mine with a number of others 
was'absorbed by the Eew England Ex- 
ploration company, of which B. J. Law- 
rence is now the head and one of the 
principal stockholders. The New Eng- 
land company is controlled by Boston 
capitalists, ilr. Lawrence went to New 
York about a week,ago, Arthur Collins, 
manager of the mine is also absent on 
a trip to Mexico. Jacob Filins, attorney 
for the company, left for Telluride last 
night to make an investigation. 


In 1878 a snowslide occurred just above 


bullion tunnel in which 27 persons lost-' 
their lives, and it was hereou July 3 last 
that the fighting, consequent upon the 
strike of Smuggler miners, occurred.

OUTLINES CASE 


Killing of Ayres by Mrs. Bonine 


Felonious and Malicious. 


EVERY ACTION THAT 


OF GUILTY PERSON 


Assistant Attorney Taggart Will Coutend 


That Mrs, Bonine Entered "Window of 


Census Clert'n Koom and Shot Htm 


a* He Caiun Toward Her. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21,—The trial of 


Mrs. Lola Ida Bonine for the murder of 
James Seymour Ayres, Jr., IHe census 
office clerk, began in earnest today, a 
jury having been secured yesterday. The 
first order of the day was the outline of 
t*he governments case by Assistant At- 
torney Hugh Tagwart. *» 
" 


In his address Mr, Taggart contended 


that the killing of young Ayres had been 
felonious and malicious, and, therefore, 
was to be characterized as murder as 
charged in the indictment. There was, 
he said, a tie between the prisoner and 
the dead man in the fact that Ayres/waa 
a student of dentistry,'and she bad stud- 
ied medicine. As a consequence she be- 
came' a frequent visitor to his-room in 
the hotel where they both, lived, not only 
in the day time but at night as well., 
"and;" he added, '"the door Avas not al- 
ways open when 'she was there," He 
told of the quarrels between them, say- 
ing that Ayres ceased to-speak to her, 
and that she complained of his ingrati- 
tude, 
\ 


"We expect to show that while she 


made advances to him, Ayres did not 
avail himself of the opportunity-thus of- 
fered beyond dancing with her again." 
He said he had (lanced with her on the 
night before the tragedy bxit had shown 
that he was averse to a renewal of the 
former familiar intercourse. A-: an in- 
stance of his attitude toward Mrs. Bon- 
ine, Mr. Taggart said that Ayrr.3 had re- 
fused to accept a carnation from her OB 
f lie "Monday, before-, thfi-^lgilling. .It was 
tli£tefo.re evident, he said, ;that while he 
was indifferent -there was a disposition 
on her part to mollify him. 


"We will show," continued Mr. Tag- 


gart, "that every act, step and proceed- 
ing on the part of the prisoner was the 
act of a guilty person/'' 


Mr. Taggart referred to Mrs. Bonine's 


confession ns being principally intended 
to exonerate herself. He thought the 
facts indicated that 
the shooting did 


not 
takft place 
as Mrs. Bonine had 


stated; that Ayres had not gone to her 
room at alt, as she claimed. 


Outlining the government's position^ 


Mr. Taggart said it would be contended 
that Ayres had retired when' the person 
who killed him entered the room and 
that site came in through the'window; 
that he arose and started toward her; 
that she shot him, the first wound being 
the fatal one in the breast. Naturally* 
his-mouth was filled with blood, and as 
naturally he had put his hands to his 
mouth. Then he hnd grasped the pistol, 
thus accounting for the blood upon it. 
He also spoke for an hour and fifteen 
minutes, and when he concluded Mr. 
Douglass announced that the 
defense 


would reserve its presentation of the. 
case. Mrs. Bonine sat quietly through- 
out the address and manifested no elno- 
tion. 


Thomas Francis, the first witness 
in'* 


the case, was then "called. He is a 
draughtsman who had prepared a dia- 
gram of tlici fourth floor of the Kenmore 
hotel, including Ayres' room. He identi- 
fied the drawing and gave details con- 
cerning the location land dimensions of 
the room. 


The first witness in the afternoon was 


Harry A. Wise, a photographer, who had 
made photographs of Ayres' room on the 
day after the tragedy occurred. 


Julius Haack, another photographer, 


who had made photographs of the Ken- 
more hotel .also identified pictures made 
by him and they were admitted as evi- 
dence. The first witness who testified 
about the events directly connected with 
the death of Ayres, was Daniel Wood- 
house, u colored waiter in the Kenmore 
hotel, He said Ihftt on the morning of 
May 15 he Nvas asked by Miss Minas", 
who occupied a room next to Ayres, to 
go to the latter's room, she saying that 
o'n the night 
before she had heard 


strange noises in the- room. He said 
that Ayres' body lay upon the floor and' 
was doubled up. 


Before Woodhouse had concluded, the 


court adjourned for the day.

Mayor Higgins, , Sitpt. Boll, several 


members of the Board of Education and 
other city representatives, together with 
City,Attbruey Martin Gillen, appeared 
before the county board of supervisors 
this morning for the purpose of asking 
the board 
to levy a tax against th« 


county, for $10,541.90, which amount; is 
required to make up the balance of tho 
$94,329.38 necessary for the maintenance 
of the public schools in this city. 


The sum of $35,000 is provided by the 


city charter, arid $37,485.10 by a special 
levy tax, leaving a balance of |)10,54l.iM) 
to be made up. This remaining amount 
is.absolutely necessary to maintain tho 
efficiency of the public schools. In the 
cify'^it the present time, there are 075 
moire children attending school than 
there; ^we re a year ago. Tt will be, neces- 
sary to 'employ eight or ten more addi- 
tional teachers on account of the con- 
ternplated additions to tho Howell ami 
Wfc^bington schools next 'year. At pres- 
ent,Hhore are four rented -departments 
for^'public school purposes!. The school 
appropriation made by th.c 'state and 
«i*r>is not . sufficiently 
large to cope 


•wi'th the necessary' running expenses, 
and consequently the amount must be 
obtained. 


The matter was referred to the super- 


visors fi'onx the city, who will' recom- 
mend the -granting of the amount, 


The whole state has levied a 1-mill 


tax on all property for school .purposes. 
This gave Racine last year $10,577.4u. 
Last winter the legislature passed .an 
additional law, giving power to 'levy • a 
3^-mill tax. Tlie 'city of.: Racine intro- 
duced a bill asking '• forUfive-'^raiiteV^nd. 
the amount now asked .-is, the:. difference; 
between the Sys mills, and the 5 mills. 
The state appropriation is not equally 
apportioned, {' as in some parts of the 
state, where' larger families dwell, peo- 
ple in more humble' circumstances, the 
per capita amount is according to 'the 
school census.

What everyone likfts about President 


Roosevelt is his courage; and'-just now 
there is a good'dea} of curiosity, as to 
how he will cojne out in what looks like 
his "first brush with that ancient "hnd 
honorable institution, senatorial prerog- 
atives. The president - knows, a good 
deal about the army, and he has made 
up his mind that promotions in that 
great service must be made jstrictly in 
accordance with the efficiency records on 
file at the war department;. In pursu- 
ance of this determination, Mr. Boose- 
veit has informed a number of senators 
who called on him to press- their friends 
for promotion that political influence is 
hereafter to be of no avail, and that 
nothing but the record will count. 


This is such a revolution - that .sena- 


tors can scarcely believe that their ears 
are working aright. From time imme- 
morial they have had a good deal to say 
about army promotions, and some of 
them do not like tin's business.of having 
all their "pull", flattened-"out into noth- 
ing be means of a,White House edict. 
Several senators have been talking this 
matter over, and on Saturday, when the 
president again announced his intention 
to have no political influence in army 
promotions, one Republican 
senator 


spoke up as follows 


"Very well, Mr. President. That-is a. 


declaration of your purpose. But 'I 
would remind you, sir, that the senate 
is a part of the appointing power, and 
we may have something to say about 
the matter later, on." 


Of course, this was a threat of refusnl 


to confirm army appointments 
unless 


senators are consulted beforehand. The 
senate is exceedingly -jealous of .what it 
calls its rights, and is always ready to 
fight for them. Lookers-on are natural- 
ly wondering which will yield—the presi- 
dent or the senators.

He is always good naturcd, and always 
his sense 'of humor softens what under 
some circumstances would be pretty 
hard knocks.

SLAUGHTER-CONTINUES 


DESPITE BIG LICENSE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—The con- 


firmation of the reported capture of Co- 
lon by the Columbian Liberals caused a 
decided commotion in the state and navy 
departments today. There ' were long 
conferences between Secretarj- Long and 
Admiral Crowninshield and between the 
admiral and Acting Secretary of State 
Dr. Hill. Later the two last named went 
over to the White House and saw Presi- 
dent Eoosevelt, This was the first time 
since 1885, when Admiral .Touett opened 
up transit across the isthmus of Pana- 
ma, that communication 
had actually 


been stopped in. such fashion as to seem 
to require the interference of the United 


! 
fc-tates 
naval forces. 


The first news of the in/nbie.at Colon 


came from United States Consul Cencr- 
al Gudger at Panama. He telegraphed 
the state department that a considerable 
number of Liberals had taken .passage 
on the railroad (he did not 
indicate 


where) and* arriving at a. certain point 
had cut the telegraph wires and taken 
up a rail, thus bicaking communication. 


Later . there came a • second message 


.from Consul General Gudger announcing 
^ that" Colon had been taken. This was 
• 
confirmed 
more explicitly by United 


W States Consul Malmros, stationed at'Co- 


lon. The latter official said that Colon 
was taken by the rebels last nij;ht. While 


. all business is suspended, transit is not 


interrupted and American life and prop- 
erty are safe and not likely to be in i 
danger. 


Taken altogether these dispatches were 


regarded by the officials here as indicat- 
•ysg a lack of purpose on the part of the 
Liberals to interfere with, transit across 
the isthmus. It was felt that th'c, brief 
interruption caused by the taking up of 
the rail, and the cutting of telegraphic 
wires was nothing more than a move to 
prevent the government from hurrying 
reinforcements by rail 
to -Colon. The 


officials find support for this-belief-in 
the fact that communication was reopen- 
ed across the isthmus the moment Colon 
was captured. 


Still as a result of the consultation to- 


day, it was resolved to take no chances 
of an infringement of the treaty rights 
of the. United States. Therefore Secre- 
tary Hill cabled Consul General Gudger 
« direction to notify-all parties-who are. 
engaged in molesting or interfering with 
fte transits across the isthmus that such 
Interference must cease. He was also

The non-residents who have come to 


Michigan have been men who came for 
the sport of hunting, no't for pot-hunt- 
ing purposes, and have been men to 
whom the payment of almost tiny rea- 
sonable fee would be immaterial. 


That portion of the game law which 


prohibits the sale of venison is also said 
to be. is not a dead letter, equally inade- 
quate in cutting down the slaughter. 


So far this season the list of hunting 


fatalities—that is, where men have been 
mistaken for deer and shot—has been re- 
markably small despite that there ai'e 
more ninirods in thfc woods than ever 
before. £o many eases have occurred in 
past years thnt the taking of precau- 
tions has been stimulated. Landlookers 
and lumberjacks 
have gone into the 


woods wearing cowbells around their 
necks. 


Lleydlyn Drake, son 
of 
Dr. L. E. 


Drake of this city, is probably the young- 
est successful hunter in the peninsula. 
The boy is scarcely 11 years of age. Yes- 
terday in(the woods a few miles from the 
city he brought down a buck, after fol- 
lowing its tracks in the snow for sever- 
al miles. 


John Kilpatricb, also of Marqnette, en- 


joya the distinction of having killed two 
deer with one shot. The animals were 
a buck and a doc;, and were standing al- 
most side by side.

United States Marshal Fink, State 


Dairy Inspector X. J. Field and IJnited 
States Government Inspector Kammer, 
of Chicago, were in the city yesterday 
investigating a butteriue case, referred 
to i[n last evening's Journal, a case which 
has developed into more than ordinary 
interest. 
.' . 


It seems that a certain grocery firm 


in the city was,licensed to sell butter- 
ine to the retail trade .but not to the 
wholesale trade and the license stipu- 
lated 
this 
conclusively. The firm in 


question were doing a very large bijai- 
ness in the biitterine trade and in one 
month's time disposed of about 5,000 
poun'ds. The amount was so large that 
it aroused suspicion and the merchant 
had the reputation at Chicago of selling 
more butterine to the retail trade than 
any other retail merchant in the busi- 
ness. The authorities, thinking the laws 
might be violated, decided on making 
an investigation. A complaint was also 
made by a consumer, who was positive 
he had been sold butterine for butter. 
With this evidence the three 
officials 


stole quietly into the city and immed- 
iately proceeded to try and .solve the 
mystery. 
. 
" . . ' - . 


They called on the merchant and in- 


spected his supply, which they stated 
for the time being,was in good shape and 
the laws had, not been violated.' One of 
the officers then went to a store in the 
southern part of the city, where it was 
said the butterine was .sold for butter. 
He did not find the proprietor in; a, boy 
was .taking care of the store. The in- 
spector then asked the boy where the 
proprietor bought his butter. The boy 
replied by saying "from the creamery at 
Union Grove." The inspector then asked 
the boy where the proprietor was' and 
was informed he would .be at the store 
in a few minutes. The inspector waited. 
When the proprietor arrived t!:.e inspec- 
tor a.sked him where he purchased his 
butter and the proprietor said: "Up un- 
ti! recently I got all my butter from the 
Union'Grove creamer}', but the cream-- 
ery burned down a few days ago and1 


since then ' Ihave purchased my stock 
from a dowi) town merchant. You sec,' 
continued the proprietor, "a. friend of 
mine, who works in this store, called up- 
on me a few days ago and asked me to 
trv some of his butter. I gave him an 
order-and the butter is in a tub in the 
ice box." 


The inspector then asked the proprie- 


tor for a. sample and was given such, 
when the official declared it wa; butter- 
ine. 
The proprietor was astonished and 


showed the official a bill wher.^ he was 
charged with the first snide of'creamery 
butter. The inspector then looked over 
the tub and found where the government 
stamp had 
been 
destroyed. He then 


v.ent on to say that the proprietor was 
just as much implicated as the person 
who sold th») butterine and they both 
would have to suffer the severe penalty 
of the. law. 
- 


The 
proprietor 
wag 
considerably 


wrought up, but was positive he could 
establish his innocence, but hardly knew 
what course to pursue, when th^ inspec- 
tor requested him to order another tub 
immediately and if the goods were thft 
same as before he would be., relieved of 
all responsibility. At that the inspector 
und proprietor jumped into the 'grocer's 
delivery wagon and made for the down 
town grocer. The inspector got out of 
the wagon an a side street and watted 
around the corner until the aouth side 
merchant made his second purchase. In 
a few minutes the man came driving back: 
with the other tub of what was supposed 
to be first class butter, but the govern- 
ment stamp had been erased and it was' 
another 
tub of butterine. The south 


side merchant also had a bill of sale in 
his possession, which showed he had pur- 
chased first class butter and was charg- 
ed one more cent a pound than for the 
former lot. This cleared the merchant 
doing business on the south side, but 
seriously implicated the down town mer- 
chant. 
" 


The inspector after first looking over 


the down town merchant's supply, who 
had sold-5,000 Ibs. a month, tofd him he 
was conducting his business according to 
law and that he would take the next 
train for Chicago. He went J;o 'the 
Northsvestern station but when he reach- 
ed Racine Junction he left the train and 
set his.trap as above explained. 


When the downtown merchant was 


told he had violated the law in three re- 
spects, he was dumfounded and professed 
his innocence, claiming it was all a mis- 
take, but the officials did not look at the 
matter in that way. He .admitted he 
had sold butterine at wholesale with a 
retailer's license, but that was the ex- 
tent: of the violation. 


When asked 
why. ho 
defaced 
the 


stamps, he said the firm he purchased 
the stock .from in'Chicago authorized 
him to do that. The down town mer- 
chant tried to lay the blame on an asso- 
ciate, .who, it seems/sold the "butter" 


on commission, but he claims he-was giv- 
en to understand it was-first? el ass: but- 
ter^ and the proprietors only' are to 
blame for the violation. 


While'no arrests have-been made at 


j.'ie-ent, prosecution is "very liable to en- 
sue. The three officers emphatically cau 
tioned all parties concerned to remain si- 
lent and by all means avoid publicity. 
The merchant who sold the butterine 
for butter to a fellow merchant was call- 
ed Upon yesterday and was much sur- 
prised when-accused of such a'thing. He 
knew nothing whatever .about .the case. 


The south side merchant was not very 


talkative, and did not want to be quot- 
ed in any way. The three officers left 
the city as quietly as they entered, but 
haye not.dropped the case by any means. 
•;>,It was;.reported yesterday, that the 
subordinate'who sold'the butter >was ar- 
reated 'by the government officers an'd 
taken out of the city_. without-even be- 
ing'given a chance to bid":'Ms'-wife and 
tw6 small children good-bye. This re- 
port i3xnot true, however; 
' • • • • ' 
:' The case has created any amount of 
talk among tl)e other grocers'nfn the city 
and is being watched with int'ense inter- 
est. The penalty for defacing govern- 
ment atumps is a fine of about ^1.000 arid 
a term of imprisonment. ' A heavy pen- 
alty is. also attached for wholesaling 
butterine with a'retailer's license. 


Mr. Field, when closely questioned by 


a Milwaukee reporter at the Globe ho- 
tel in that city last evening, admitted 
that arrests would in all probability be 
made as a result of the diicoveries in this 
city. He will.lay, the case before'Com- 
missioner . Adams after which the fate 
of the Racine merchants will be known. 


It is learned this afternoon in, the 


event of arrests being made the mer- 
chants in question can be prosecuted on 
four charges, viz.: for. wholesaling but- 
terine with a retailer's license. There ia 
a heavy fine connected with this offense, 
as in order to obtain a wholesaler's li- 
cense it isj\n«ftc/ssary. to pay ,$7,00. For 
destroying, government stamps, which 
also means ftr peyere penalty; for selling 
butterine a^utter, which,,mean3; about 
$1,000,,amLrfourthly on a state,charge.

TO GREEN GOODS MEN 


More Than a Thounand Office Holder*

Since July 1 Have Been Bilbcd of

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.— According to 


the Journal the best-men' in the United 
States secret service and the cleverest 
inspectors -in ^ the postoffice 'department 
arc working at present in the attempt 
to discover the details of a new green 
goods scheme which was worked until a 
week ago from Manhattan, and which, ia 
at present being operated: from Jersey 
City and from Chicago. The victims' are 
second, third and ; fourth class postmas- 
ters, who dp not dare complain ;to- the 
authorities. It is known that' since the 
first of July more than a thousand post- 
masters have been swindled out of 'from 
|20 to •$ 1,000. 


The principle of the game is the same 


as that of the old fashioned green goods 
game. But in this twentieth century 
bunco game only post masters, arc > in- 
vited and they axe urged to purchase 
instead of money, postage stamps from

.The question with the people of 
the 


West and.people everywhere is whether 
the great combines of capital and lotial 
iriononpoliSts tliough the -state and.-gov- 
prnnumt- aid are to /control the water 
courses of the. West and the irrigation 
works 'and irrigation canals. 
Unfortun- 


ately it is difficult for the people them- 
spivest'to secure that course of state and 
•government action that best subserves 
their -interests; it is a comparatively 
easy matter, through .the .politicians for 
adventurous capital-to obtain legislation 
,upon the-lines that best helps it, while 
it for some reason that course of legis- 


• lation that would ever keep free 
of 


monopolistic control the water supplies 
and the streams, is exceedingly difficult 
to secure. 


There is no question more uppermost 


in the western states and territories to- 
dfvy than the question of water supply. 
It is contemplated to establish a system 
of irrigation streams, the water coming 
from various sources, at many point.* 
'from reservoirs in the mountains 
and 


foothills, and not strange to observe in 
all such instances, corporations are i.'o 
do the work. There is much to be said 
about the ' arid states. Congress has 
passed various laws through which land 
may be taken up, and under the desert 
land act many thousands of acres have 
been taken from out the public domain 
by means of the grossest perjury. Un- 
der other land laws the 
people have 


been and are 
now being defrauded of 


large remaining portions of their domain 
through false swearing and 
wrongful 


acts. 


If it be said that these reservoirs for 


.the storing of the flood waters can not 
be erected by private capital that is to 
say the average. ,pr.iy.ate individual and 


: " 'associations of men, that it requires the 


capital of millionaires, aided by legisla- 
ture and congress, it would he vastly 
better that the work never be done if in 
the end the vital necessaries of life be 
field in the- hands of corporations to 
squeeze as so minded; to absolutely con- 
trol the best of the lands and in very 
truth hold 
the people in their grasp. 


Without water we perish, and 
if the 


plans go through and 
th^ie irrigation 


systems be established with the colossal 
reservoir systems be established, the 
waters what they are will bo diverted, 
•and such streams as even now help thv 
settlers will be by law taken from them, 
diverted to make up tho vast system of 
irrigation. 
, 


• This'entire'plan of milking fertile thn 
iridity of the West must 
not be dele- 


gated to the individual or corporation. 
The first essential thing is for both state 
ind congress to undo the wrongs al- 
ready committed and take 
from those 


who by virtue of law absolutely pontro! 
the stream?, their rights 
mistaking!}- 


granted. It is through the law itself 
bhat farmer and miner have been grossly 
wronged, and selfish capital led to drive 
out of tho region, those undesirable for 
any reason and if ao desired to secure 
their unworkable property, unworkable 
because the law had deprived them of 
the necessary water. 


There is* no politics in this most vital 


matter. It is something the plain, great 
mass of common people are most vitally 
interested in. They must see to it that 
men represent them who will do tho 


- right, the honest and the 
necessary 


thing. 


The question of water .is one of those 


questions ever coming up f or (discussion 
of late days. In the earlier days might 
made right, but might makes right 
no 


longer. In the, earlier days legislation 
was enacted in some localities that now 
needs be effaced, and any vested rights 
paid for by the state, that people come 
into their own. Congress 
and state 


should turn deaf car to any schemes

i.s great excitement among the Menoini- 
iit-c Indians on the; Shawano reservation. 
l.l appears that one of their number, 
I'hurles Keahnea, one of the best known 
of their race, is missing, and the opinion 
prevails among his people that he has 
been murdered by white hunters in the 
vicinity of the headwaters of Eagle Riv- 
er. Wis,, where he was last seen alive. 
The result is that the Indians arc up.in 
arms and threaten to slay the hunters 
should the search for his remains show 
that he 1ms been killed. 


The. 
Peshtigo Lumber company has a 


headwaters logging camp on the Eagle, 
and the Indians have notified the men in 
charge to warn their white brothers of 
the danger awaiting them, should the 
lifeless body of Keshena be found. There 
is no motive known for taking his life, 
but the supposition is that he was shot 
by some hunters, who mistook him for a 
deer. 


Nevertheless the Indians are bent on 


vengeance* and there 
is considerable 


alarm felt among the residents of that 
section over the outcome of the Hearch. 
There are no regulars in that section, 
and in case of outbreak the state troops 
would be called on to subdue the recl- 
sikns. 


MADISON, Wis., Nov. 19.—Since iho 


opening of the hunting season the state 
fish and game warden has had twenty- 
tliree persons from other states arrested 
for hunting in Wisconsin without a Ji- 
cense. All of these persons have boon 
convicted and fined from $50 to $100. !So 
far this season 222 non-resident licenses 
for hunting deer and 202 nonresident li- 
censes for hunting.other game have been 
issued.

Lately issued a bulletin on concentrated 
feeding stuffs, (written by Professor 
f,Tgnry). It .seems that in the manu- 
facture of new food articles enormous 
•quantities of by-products are left over 
from the grains used and these possess 
a' high' etvtritive' value for-the feeding 
of. >domestic animals. 
These- ne^'er 


Ijy-products are being brought to thft 
attention of stockmen and farmers un- 
der unfamiliar names. Protein is es- 
sential to the formation of lean meat 
tissues of the animal body, to the pro- 
duction.of wool, to the formation of the 
cheese part of milk, etc. In considering 
tho purchase of these newer forms of 
concentrated feeding stuffs the would- 
-be 'buyer often has no data for his guide. 
For instance, in, 205 samples of cotton- 
seed "meal .sold in the ,New* England 
..market, betAveen the years 1898 and 
3600,.,-the proteiu,. varied .between the 
•limits, of ,40.3 and 52.G per cent.; In 
seventy-six samples-of Chicago gluten 
meal- the protein- varied from 30.7 to 
,41.3 per c'e'nt.': Quaker oat'feed showed 
as little protein as 7,4 and as much as 
12.8 per cent. 
The oil contained iti 


some of these feeding stuffs likewise 
varied greatly, cotton seed meal show- 
ing a range of from. 6.4 to 17.0 per cent.
